CAPT, JAS. MANN,

Mr. Editor: There being a slight
error in yonr issue of to-day in regaid
to the burial of Capt. James Mann,
with your permission I offer for pub-
lication the following:
Capt. James Maon was born in
Fairfleld County, S. 1C., September
6th, 1811. He commanded for & num-
ber of years the militia cowpany at
Horeb under the old regime, and
hence his title as captain. He was
married on the Srd of July, 1845, to
Miss Mary Ann Friday,” who was
truly a help-meet for him. They
lived happily together for neacly fifty-
three years, she preceding himn to the
spirit land about two months. They
were both buried at Bethel Church
and not at Horeb, They had three
sons, David N., now living at Reddick,
Florids, Thomas F., who died several
years since, and Samuel Laurence,
now living on the old homestead.

Capt. Mano and his wife were both
members of Horeb Presbyterian
Church for msny years. The writer
well remembers when he was a boy
that Capt. Mann and Robert McDill
used to sit in the clerk’s desk in front
of the old fashioned, tall, barrel-pulpit,
and raise the tuces for the service.
Those wers the days when Mr. Hay,
Mr. Brearly, Mr. Logan and o:hers
were the preachers, ;and the member-
ship wss strong both numerieally and
financially.

This old couple, who have so
recently passed from this stage of

action, leave behind them s large
circle of relations and friends, who
remember them with loving affection.

FARMER# INSTITUTES,

T he {rustess of Clemson College re-
quest the farmers in each counuty {0
organize clubs to be known as Aux-
iliary Kxperiment Clubs, the general
kead of which shsll be Clemson Col-
lege Experiment station.

Each club shall bave the privilege
of sending delegates to the Annual
Farmers’ Institute at Clemson Col-
lege, which shall continue one week.
Each club shall select their own dele-
gates, not more than five from each
¢lub. Accomodation will be provided
in the barracks at actual cost, which
will be abu1t 50 cents per day.

These club> when organized shall
consist £ a president, secretary, and
vxecn'ive committee, of flve members,
who :hould be elected as soon as
possible, and be iocatcd in some central
position in the county.

The exccutive committee shall have
anthority to make arrangements for
nolding institutes in their county after
this year, and to determine the place,
&c. These clobs when organized
ghall ‘send to Prof. J. 8. Newman,
Clemson College, S. .. professor of
agricaultare, and vice-director of the
station, notice of their organization,
and a list of their officers and mem-
bers.

These clubs shall be permanent, and
if desirable, officers may be elected
for two yerrs. The members of the
clab shall be entitled to any informa-
tion pertaining to agriculture, and
horticulture that they may desire, and
will be in¥ited to correspond with the
agrisultural d2partment in all matters
pertaining to their interest, and it
will be desirable that these clubs shall
co-operate with the Experiment Sta-
tion, and conduct experiments that
may be snitable to climate, to soil and
industry, and to furnish information
to the department.

The department will take pleasure
in furnishing these clubs with bulle-
tins, and any other tbing which thev
may have for distribution.

But one club shall be organized in

each conaty.

In accordance with the foregoing,
we hereby call a meeting of the
farmers of Fairfield on Saturday next,
June 4th, at 8 o’clock, to meet. in
Winnsboro for the purpose of effecling
suck an organication.

Whereas it has been brought to the
atfention of the Town Council of the
town of Winnsboro that smallpox ex-
ists and is epidemic in the city of Co-
Jambia and in the city of Sumter, and
it is deemed advisable by the Board of
Health of the town of Winnsboro that
& strict qmaramtine be maintaived as
against all travel from places where the
said disease exists; therefore, :

Be 1T ENACTED by and ordained by
the Intendant and Wardens of the
town of Winnsboro, in council
met, and by the authority of the

That no person cOmIng
either directly or indirectly from the
city of Colum.bia, or from the city of
Sumter, or from anv nlace or places
where the disease ui HiueoX eXists,
or who has been withi. «iunes Or 2oy
of the said places within twelve days
before coming to the town of Winns-
boro, shall be permitted ‘o stop within
the corporate limits of the town of
Winnsboro.

Sec. 2. That any person coming
within the said town of Winnshoro
against the provisions of this «rfi-
pance may be detained atsachp « -
as may be designated by the..wn
Council for a time sufficient to show
that soch person is not afflicted with
a8y intectious disease.

SEC, That the Town Conneil shall
take all steps which may be necessary
tc enforce the provisions of this ordi-
nance.
